
N.S. Power seeks 12% hike 


Rates to jump Jan. 1 
if increase approved

Metro Halifax 

Nova Scotia Power Inc. is looking to 
increase power rates for all Nova 
Scotians by 12 per cent at the begin¬ 
ning of next year. 

"We are experiencing the very 


same thing our customers are experi¬ 
encing" when it comes to the rising 
cost of energy, said Ralph Tedesco, 
president and CEO of the utility. 

If the Utility and Review Board 
supports the increase, the jump will 
happen Jan. 1, 2009. 

Premier Rodney MacDonald said 
his government will do everything it 
can to ensure the utility does not 
"gouge" Nova Scotians. 

"I will tell you that we will go 


through it (the application) with a 
fine-tooth comb and we will stand up 
for Nova Scotians on this issue." 

Nova Scotia Power faced tough 
questions last month after its quar¬ 
terly profits showed the utility had 
increased its revenue by about $30 
million since the previous quarter. 

Critics complained about the siz¬ 
able profit while customers faced in¬ 
creasing rates. Tedesco said revenue 
usually up in the

Tedesco said the utility has no 
choice but to raise rates: The cost 
of coal has increased from $60 a 
ton to $133 a ton in the past year 
and the cost of oil from $57 a bar¬ 
rel to $130 a barrel. 

first quarter because it's winter and 
customers are using a lot of power. 

New Democrat Leader Darrell 
Dexter said the utility's move under¬ 


lines what a poor decision it was for 
the government to scrap the eight per 
cent tax rebate on electricity for 
Nova Scotians in this year's budget. 

"Regardless of what the UARB will 
decide, that eight per cent will be a 
fixed increase for all power users in 
the province, so even if they were to 
come back at seven per cent instead 
of 12, that's still a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease," he said.

Store took 25% 
fundraising cut, 
team alleges

A youth basketball team will have to do more 
fundraising after Superstore took a 25 per 
cent cut of an event, the team's coach says. 

The girls under-16 provincial team spent 
several hours bagging customers' groceries at 
the Young Street Superstore Saturday so it 
could travel to a summer basketball tourna¬ 
ment. At the end of the day it raised $485. 

The team said it was told beforehand Su¬ 
perstore would take 10 per cent for its char¬ 
ity, the President's Choice Children's Charity, 
but at the end of the day an employee said the 
store would actually take 25 per cent. 

"I think pretty well everyone was (sur¬ 
prised)," said team coach Lezlie States. "They 
said that's what they do. At that point we had 
already finished for the day so there wasn't 
much we could do about it." 

Superstore ended up taking $120 of the 
money the girls raised, States said, adding the 
team would have to do more fundraising to 
make up for that amount — but it won't be 
doing it at Superstore. 

"We had previously used them and they 
didn't take anything off," said States. "I don't

Municipal charter add blasted 


Last-minute change 
due to Muir exec's 
Bedford ties: Critics

Halifax city council was 
never "formally" consulted 
by the province on a bill that 
would give individual dis¬ 
tricts the choice to have as 
many as four elected coun¬ 
cillors representing each 
area, the municipal relations 


minister admitted yester¬ 
day. 

If all districts took advan¬ 
tage of this proposed legisla¬ 
tion, an additional 92 seats 
would have to be added to 
city council. 

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality Charter was first 
introduced last Friday and 
Municipal Relations Minis¬ 
ter Jamie Muir said yester¬ 
day that the last-minute 
addition to the charter came 
about because a group of 
residents from Bedford ex-

pressed to him their discon¬ 
tent with council's current 
setup. 

They feel they don't have 
enough say in city politics, 
he said. 

"There's no question, 


everybody knows, there's 
some tension between Bed¬ 
ford and HRM," Muir said. 

Critics say the reason this 
last-minute addition was 
made to the proposed HRM 
charter is because Muir's ex¬ 
ecutive assistant, Matthew 
Christie, ran for the recent 
Bedford byelection and he 
promoted this idea in his 
platform. 

"My feeling is that it was 
done for political motiva¬ 
tion," said Liberal MLA 
Diana Whalen. 


Christie was also for¬ 
merly part of a Bedford 
group that lobbies for the 
former municipality to have 
more control over HRM 
policies and spending. 

She said the section was 
added in "haste" and there 
wasn't adequate consulta¬ 
tion with the city about the 
issue. 

Both Muir and his assis¬ 
tant said Christie's Bedford 
connection had nothing to 
do with the last-minute 
change to the charter. 


Muir said he had no idea 
his assistant used to be in 
the lobby group and he and 
Christie never discussed the 
issue. 

New Democrat MLA 
Becky Kent said Christie's 
connection to Bedford and 
his close position with the 
municipal relations minister 
is suspect. 

"I'd be shocked to hear 
that he and the minister 
wouldn't have had some 
conversation," she said.

Legislature doses, budget approved 


31 bills passed 
over 22-day 
spring sitting

As the spring sitting of the 
legislature came to a close 
yesterday evening, Lt.-Gov. 
Mayann Francis signed off 
on 31 bills that were passed 
over the 22 day session. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald said he was happy that

the main focus of the spring 
sitting — the passing of the 
budget — was successful, 
but said he would have liked 
to have seen more bills 
passed. 

A number of them were 
shelved, such as legislation 


that would put stricter pa¬ 
rameters around sales at 
scrap metal yards to pro¬ 
hibit thieves from cashing in 
on stolen metals. 

"It's going to take a little 
longer and that's the nature 
of minority government," 
MacDonald said. 

New Democrat Leader 
Darrell Dexter compared 
the last few days of the leg¬ 
islature to a "circus," saying 
there wasn't enough prior 
consultation on many of the 
bills tabled. 


1 hour, 2 stabbings 


Separate incidents 
leave men injured

RCMP responded to two stab¬ 
bings in metro within an hour 
of each other Monday night. 

At 11 p.m., police were 
called to the Walker Connec¬ 
tion Road, where they say a 
27-year-old man came home 
to find a 20-year-old man in 
bed with his significant other. 
He's accused of stabbing the

The older man was due in 
Dartmouth provincial court 
yesterday.

Charges follow 
school beating 


15-year-olds to 
appear in court

Three junior-high students 
face assault charges after a 
14-year-old student at Gra¬ 
ham Creighton Junior High 
School in Westphal was 
beaten up and sent to hospi¬ 
tal. 

The three youths, all 15- 
years-old, allegedly fought the 
victim yesterday morning in 
a school stairwell during a 
break period. 

"There was possibly an al¬ 
tercation that took place ear¬ 
lier in the gym, but it was 
broken up. Then the individu¬ 
als were in a stairwell during 


their break time and (the vic¬ 
tim) was assaulted by two of 
the three youths," said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Joe Taplin. 
The third youth was arrested 
for being "a party to the as¬ 
sault." 

A teacher broke up the 
fight and all three alleged as¬ 
sailants were arrested and 
later charged. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital by his parents after 
they arrived at the school. His 
medical state was not known, 
but an ambulance wasn't 
deemed necessary. 

"He got a black eye. I know 
he was kicked and punched 
several times," said Taplin. 

The teens are scheduled to 
appear in youth court June 12.

Vehicle leased by 
the government

More than $23,000 is the final 
price tag on a trip to the ice 
cream store that ended up in 
disaster. 

Community Services Min¬ 
ister Judy Streatch and her 
17-year-old son Jordan will 
pay out the remainder of the 
government lease on her Ford 
Escape hybrid that was to¬ 
talled May 3 while her son 
was behind the wheel. 

Murray Scott, Minister of 
Transportation and Infra¬ 
structure Renewal said yes¬ 
terday the government was 
able to sell the vehicle for 
scrap metal, the highest bid 


coming in at $10,600. 

The total lease is worth 
more than $34,000. 

"Jordan and I will visit the 
local credit union and we will 
be reimbursing the govern¬ 
ment for the expenses," 
Streatch said yesterday. 

The crash happened when 
Jordan took 
the SUV to the 
corner store 
for ice cream 
with his girl¬ 
friend and 
ended up in a 
ditch. 

Streatch 
was criticized 
for allowing her teenaged son 
to drive the government- 
leased vehicle, which Premier 
Rodney MacDonald said 
should only be used for gov¬ 
ernment business. 


The minister apologized for 
allowing her son to drive the 
car admitting it was a poor 
decision on her part. 

"I stated from the begin¬ 
ning that my family and I 
take full responsibility for this 
and that hasn't changed," she 
said yesterday. 

A few days 
after the 
crash, Pre¬ 
mier Rodney 
MacDonald 
announced 
cabinet min¬ 
isters would 
no longer 
have the op¬ 
tion of driving government- 
leased vehicles. 

Their only choices now are 
to collect mileage or a $700, 
taxable monthly allowance.

A 44-year-old dad and his 12- 
year-old son were found safe 
yesterday morning after their 
family reported they'd gotten 
lost in Kejimikujik National 
Park Monday. 

The two, from North 
Brookfield, Queens Co., had 
left for a fishing trip at 2:30 
Monday afternoon. They were 
planning to paddle their 
homemade boat to Grafton 
Lake and be home by nightfall. 

When they didn't arrive 
home by 2:30 a.m., their fam¬ 


ily called the RCMP A 27- 
member search team made up 
of RCMP, Parks Canada staff 
and volunteer search-and- 
rescue squads from Queens 
and Annapolis counties 
searched the park at daybreak. 

Crew aboard a Natural Re¬ 
sources helicopter spotted 
them at 9:45 a.m. yesterday. 
They'd gotten lost not far from 
their destination. 

"When you're nervous in 
the woods, the key thing is to 
keep your head about you, and 
that's what they did," Parks 
Canada spokesman Jonathan 
Sheppard said.

New trial in sex assault case 


Friend claims 
victim said sex 
was consensual

A 27-year-old man convicted 
of sexually assaulting a 12- 
year-old with a weapon has 
won a new trial — because 
the girl's friend testified the 
sex was consensual. 

The appeal court decision, 
released yesterday, means 
Lealand Rupert Strong won't 
have to serve the four-year 
federal jail term to which he 
was sentenced earlier. 

The girl originally testified 
that in June 2004, Strong 
threatened her with a sharp 
object to force her to have sex 


with him at the home where 
she was babysitting. Strong, 
however, testified the two 
were chatting o nlin e while he 
was babysitting, and that he 
invited her to the home, 
where they had consensual 
sex. The girl said she told 
Strong she was about to turn 
13; he said the girl told him 
she was 15 or 16. He said she 
drank alcohol at the house; 
she denied that. 

Strong claimed the sharp 
object was a Swiss army knife 
in his pocket that he put onto 
the coffee table, and said he 
didn't threaten her with it. 

One of the girl's friends tes¬ 
tified that the girl told her she 
agreed to have sex with 
Strong, and that they drank 
together at the house. The trial 
judge didn't mention that in

his decision to convict Strong. 

In his decision, Chief Justice 
Michael MacDonald said the 
friend's evidence made the 
victim's credibility question¬ 
able. 

"It is not apparent how (her) 
evidence affected the judge's 
assessment of ... credibility. 
Therefore, this problem can 
only be resolved by a new 
trial," MacDonald wrote.

Search for fishermen continues 


The search for two men off 
the coast of Prospect contin¬ 
ued throughout last night, 
but was hampered by rough 
seas and fog. 

Gerald Blackburn, 62, and 
his son Gerry Blackburn, 30, 
were last seen on their fish¬ 
ing boat yesterday morning 
off the coast of Prospect. 
They were headed out in 
their 2 5-foot lobster boat at 


6:45 a.m. 

The Canadian Coast Guard 
was advised at 10 a.m. the 
vessel's return was overdue. 

Floating debris from the 
boat was located near Shan¬ 
non Island at about 10:50 
a.m. 

RCMP say both men had 
access to immersion suits, 
which are designed to pre¬ 
vent hypothermia in cold 


water. Two Canadian Coast 
Guard ships, three Navy hel¬ 
icopters, RCMP and local 
fishing vessels searched for 
the pair all day yesterday. 

Last night, local search 
and rescue workers assisted, 
combing the shoreline as 
kayakers and the Halifax re¬ 
gional fire services were also 
on hand to help.

• Assessment would remain on provincial services 
such as mandatory education.

Cat bylaw dead? 


Council moves to 
pass motion on 
nuisance laws

The cat bylaw is a step closer 
to being put down. 

Last night, regional coun¬ 
cil passed the first readings of 
a motion to scrap cats from 
the city's new animal bylaw 
and instead include them 
under nuisance legislation. 

The move means cat own¬ 
ers would be on the hook for 
a $200 fine if their pets dam¬ 
age or poop on property and 
the owners don't immedi¬ 
ately remove it. Cats won't 
have to be licensed nor will 
there be a multi-million dol¬ 
lar shelter - two things pro¬ 
posed in the cat bylaw. 

The motion also included 
forgoing a public hearing 


since the community had al¬ 
ready been consulted last 
fall. 

Councillors voted 19-2.

Preston-Lawrencetown- 
Chezzetcook Coun. David 
Hendsbee voted against it, 
saying people deserve to 
be heard on the issue. 

"Well, Mr. Mayor, the 
cat won't have my 
tongue on this one," he 
said. "I feel that we're 
circumventing the 
process." 

Council's newest member, 
Bedford Coun. Tim Outhit, 
said that after knocking on 
2,000 doors and taking hun¬ 


dreds of emails and phone 
calls that he's confident peo¬ 
ple have heard enough about 
cats. 

Sackville Coun. Bob Har¬ 
vey expressed concern that 
the issue has become more of 
political nuisance than an 
animal nuisance. "We're los¬ 
ing the intent we started 
with which is to bring some 
order to the situation and add 
cats to the bylaw," Harvey 
said, adding that the nui¬ 
sance law won't work when 
cats don't have to be licensed. 

"It will help deal¬ 
ing with granny 
down the street with 
Fluffy the cat, but it 
won't help with the 
lady next store with 
30 cats who feeds 
them and doesn't take any 
ownership beyond that and 
is driving her neighbours 
crazy."

Lindsay's grandfather, 
John W. Lindsay Sr., founded 
Lindsay enterprises, which 
has built several well known 
buildings such as the Purdy's 
Wharf towers. 

Lindsay's lawyer, Joel 
Pink, said there was no am¬ 
munition found with the 
weapons and it was not clear 
whether they were opera¬ 
tional.

5,300 lobsters seized in bust

Fisheries officials have seized 
a record catch of 5,300 un¬ 
dersized lobsters in 
Yarmouth County. 

At 11 p.m. Monday, fish¬ 
eries officers boarded the 
Kayla & Dylan, a 13-metre 
fishing vessel out of Wedge- 
port. Field supervisor Dan 
Fleck said yesterday they 
found 35 crates of undersized 
lobsters aboard. 


"People will try to sneak in 
a dozen, but a seizure of this 
quantity of lobsters has 
never, ever happened before. 
We're all just amazed to 
think someone would try to 
attempt this," Fleck said. 

Lobsters must be bigger 
than 82.5 millimetres in 
order to be caught and sold.

American says he

A U.S. businessman at the 
centre of a bribery case 
against Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert testified yesterday he 
gave the Israeli leader cash- 
stuffed envelopes including 
personal loans that were 
never repaid.

minister's political survival 
at a time when he is talking 
peace with the Palestinians 
and pursuing indirect negoti¬ 
ations with Syria.

No rest for top athlete nominee 


Kikuchi sets sights on 
another Olympic spot

David Kikuchi was honoured yester¬ 
day for his past accomplishments, 
but the Fall River gymnast knows he 
can't rest on those to get him back to 
the Olympic Games. 

Kikuchi, announced yesterday as a 
finalist for Sport Nova Scotia's IKON 
individual male athlete of the year, 
starts with a clean slate at next 
week's Canadian artistic gymnastics 
championships in Calgary — the first 
qualifier for the Beijing Olympics. 

He's not getting ahead of himself.

He helped Canada qualify six gym¬

tember's worlds, a big reason why he 
is up for the IKON award along with 
Halifax natives Jackie Barrett (Spe¬ 
cial Olympics power-lifter) and Paul 
Tingley (Paralympic sailor).

"Nobody has a spot on the team 
and for those six spots, there are 
eight guys that are very, very strong," 
he said. 'Any of those eight could 
make the team. Any of those eight 
couldn't." 

With a strong performance, 
Kikuchi can also earn his coach and

Popular Corolla 
gets roomier, 
sportier

With its arrival on the scene in 
early '08, the new 2009 
Corolla represents the 10th 
generation of this venerable 
Toyota nameplate, which was 
first introduced to the world 
in 1966. Some 33 million peo¬ 
ple have bought one since 
then, making it the world's 
most popular car. 

So, with that kind of public 
acceptance, it's not hard to be¬ 
lieve Tbyota would tread care¬ 
fully in any redesign 
throughout its generational 
changes. 

Its mandate for this 10th it¬ 
eration was more sportiness, 
so witness the swoopier 
styling, which was co-devel- 
oped by studios in Japan and 
Italy. Bearing some resem¬ 
blance to a smaller-scale 
Camry, the '09 Corolla is frac¬ 
tionally longer overall than 
the previous model but sits on 
an unchanged wheelbase. The 
big change lies in the Corolla's 
width, however, which in¬ 
creases by 60 mm to help pro¬ 
vide a little more shoulder 
space inside. The car's height 
has also been shaved slightly 
and a wider track (the dis¬ 
tance between the wheels on 
front and rear axles) gives this 
new Corolla noticeably im¬ 
proved stability. 

Interior room is essentially 
unchanged, but much appre¬ 
ciated is the new tilt/telescopic 
steering wheel (standard 
equipment on all models that 
enables driving positions to be 


customized to suit individual 
height and body type). 

With its neat combination 
of value, verve, style and sub¬ 
stance the $14,565 CE delivers 
more for less. An enviable list 
of standard features include: 
satellite-ready AM/FM/CD 
audio system with MP3/WMA 
capability, the already men¬ 
tioned tilt/telescopic steering 
and electric power steering, as 
well as six airbags and an 
anti-lock braking system. 

The step-up Corolla LE — 
$19,900 and available only 
with a four-speed automatic 
transmission — brings a bit 
more refinement, delivering a 
moveable feast of upscale fea¬ 
tures such as 16-inch alloy 
wheels (15-inch on the CE), 
push-button start, Optitron 
gauges, automatic climate 
control and woodgrain trim. 

The $18,930 Corolla S shifts 
gears with its sport-inspired 
side skirt and rear spoiler add¬ 
ons, tinted headlamp hous¬ 
ings, leather-wrapped steering 
wheel and an audio system 
that features six speakers. 

The CE, LE and S models 
draw their power from a new 
1 .8-litre four-cylinder engine 
rated at 132 horsepower. It's 
an engine that's up to the task 


of everyday driving, with de¬ 
cent acceleration and good 
fuel economy. 

For those aspiring to even 
more sportiness, a new 
Corolla XRS addition packs a 
158 hp four-cylinder engine 
mated with a five-speed man¬ 
ual. The $21,655 XRS also 
adds 17-inch wheels, standard 
stability control, sport seats, 
chrome exhaust tips. 

Any way you look at it, the 
Corolla has something for 
everyone.

The redesigned 2008 Honda Accord 
came to market with an expanded 
range of innovative technologies de¬ 
signed for greater efficiency, en¬ 
hanced safety and more power 
across the lineup. 

According to Honda, the goal 
with this eighth-generation version 
is to provide Canadians with a ve¬ 
hicle that is "green, safe, fun," and 
includes an emphasis on expressive 
styling, fun-to-drive performance 
and innovative packaging. Some 
might argue with the innovative 
packaging part of that statement, 
but this new Accord sure is fun to 
drive, powerful and a good handler. 

The coupe is available with two 
engine choices: The 'base' 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder engine, standard in the 
EX and EX-L models, pushes out 
190 horsepower through either a 5- 
speed manual or 5-speed automatic 
transmission — if you opt for the 
auto add $ 1,200 to the EX's $27,990 
and EX-L's $30,390 manufacturer's 


suggested retail price (MSRP). 

The EX-L V6, as its name suggests, 
brings you a 268 hp 3.5-litre V6 
mated with a standard five-speed 
automatic (with Grade Logic Control 
to minimize excessive gear shifting 
in hilly terrain) or six-speed manual. 
They command MSRPs of $35,490. 

Our tester was an EX-L V6 with 
the six-speed manual, 18-inch 
wheels and leather seat trim. It also 
came equipped with the available 
satellite-linked Navigation System 
with bilingual voice recognition, 
which took the sticker price to 
$38,290. 

We were impressed with its 
power, very good handling, lack of 
torque-steer (unless you are on slip¬ 
pery pavement) and the fantastic 


feel of the manual shift lever. 

Along with its 268 hp — the most 
ever for any Accord — the V6 also 
brings a new generation of fuel-sav¬ 
ing variable cylinder management 
(VCM) that shuts down two or three 


cylinders on the highway for im¬ 
proved fuel efficiency. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the VCM version can only be 
had with the automatic transmis¬ 
sion, so the six-speed's mileage will 
reflect that fact. 


But, regardless of which engine 
it's equipped with, the Accord 
Coupe remains a highly entertain¬ 
ing drive, with double-wishbone 
suspension front and rear and typi¬ 
cally sharp Honda responses. 

Another innovation on the Coupe 
is its variable gear ratio (VGR) steer¬ 
ing. This new system, which uses 
variable mechanical ratio steering 
in addition to variable power, pro¬ 
vides better feel and greater re¬ 
sponsiveness at larger steering 
angles. And, for once, such a feature 
actually works and is totally unob¬ 
trusive in the process. 

The larger interior is intended to 
provide 'equal' seating comfort for 
front and rear passengers. There is 
more rear legroom and width to 
allow the front seats to be posi¬ 
tioned farther apart for a wide cen¬ 
tre. This helps give a nice airy feel 
to the cabin without having the oc¬ 
cupants feeling like they are miles 
away from each other. 

All in all, the 2008 Accord Coupe 
presents itself as a very viable al¬ 
ternative for those who are looking 
for Honda's reliability but also want 
to enjoy the driving experience. Kids 
will just have to get used to Mom's 
resigned sigh: "Daddy's having fun."

Braking techniques crucial
